A p p reciatio n o f th e C h ief’s A ctio n. 
A number o f salo o ns and barrel ho uses 
on Main, Third, Fourth and W alnut streets in 
the vicin ity of the Central Po lice statio n were 
raided by a squad o f po licem en about 3 o ’clock 
th is morning . 
Scores o f able-bo died men were 
fo und sleeping in chairs and on the floors. 
Others were cong reg ated 
around the sto ves. 
Barrel ho use after barrel ho use was raided, un­ 
til the cells, corridors and two sheds were filled 
with loafers. Count showed that 18 9 men bad 
been captured in the raid. 
The to tal am o unt o f 
m o ney fo und on them 
was 
Several 
had watches, and nearly all po ssessed po cket 
knlTes. 
Of the 18 0 ten were w hite men. 
When Chiet Speers arrived about 8 o ’clock this 
morniniz they were all marched out Into the y ard 
in the rear of the statio n. The chief m o unted a 
bench and sw ept his eag le ey e over the m o tley 
aesembl;aee. 
He Instantly detected Albert J o hn­ 
so n and Theodore J ackson, botli colored. 
About 
three y ears ag o J o hnso n escaped from tho W y an­ 
do tte jail, where he was confined for sho o ting 
another colored man. J ackson escdped from the 
workhouse before the co m pletio n of his sen ­ 
tence, a y ear ag o. They w'ere ordered o ut o f the 
crowd, and locked up. Frank Haskins, a colored 
m usician, was also put back in his cell to answer 
to an old charg e of vag rancy . 
The chief then 
harang ued the crowd: 
“ Why do y ou hang around 
these 
barrel 
ho uses/^ he said. "You are all able to work, and 
siiould be earning $2 a day . 
If--------” 
He was here inteiTupte<l by several who as- 
oeried that they were now m aking $2 a day . 
W hen the hubbub ceased the chief resnm ed: “ It 
any o f y o u are caug ht ag ain where y o u were 
fo und last nig ht y o u w ill be vag g ed. 
U nder­ 
stand? ” There was universal assent- 
“ You can now g o .” said tt e chief, 
A mad rush 
for the door ensued, but a man sho uted "Three 
cheers for the chief." At this all stopped, and 
the cheers were g iven with a will.

H er A tto rn ey s At» k th e C ri.uinal Coxirt to 
<« rant O ne—T h eir Grounds, 
The attorney s o f Alice Dy ke, who was 
found g uilty of killing J ohn Ham ilto n, tiled a 
m o tio n for a new trial in the crim inal court this 
morning . The substance o f the m o tio n is as 
fo llo w s; “ The verdict of the jury is ag ainst tho 
law as declared in the Instructio ns g iven by tho 
court. J udg e White in his Instructio usi clearly 
charg ed the jury to return a verdict o f murtier 
in the first deg ree, while they returned a verdict 
for murder in the seco nd deg ree. 
As a second 
g round. It is claim ed that the court erred in not 
allo w ing the instructio ns o f the defendant, and 
admittincr illeg al and irrelevant testim o ny over 
their 
o bjectio ns; 
and 
further 
they claim 
the 
co urt 
erred 
in 
overruling 
their 
m o tio n 
for 
a 
co ntinuance, 
and 
fo rc­ 
ing them into a 
trial on 
the 
adm issio n 
o f the pro secuting atto rney , o f t h . testim o ny 
w h i c h the w itnesses, M attie J o hnso n and Min­ 
nie Howell, wo uld testify to If present. 
The 
court erred in allo wing the pro secuting atto r­ 
ney to read the sworn testim o ny o f M attie 
J ohnso n, aiter 
she had 
testified in person. 
There 
was a g reat 
difference 
betw een the 
testim o ny o f M attie J o hnso n, as staled in the 
affidavit, and what she really did testify to. The 
atto rney s further state that the court was m 
fault in no t instructing the jnry to find a ver­ 
dict for the lower g rade of o ffenses than murder 
in the seco nd deg ree.”

ARE T H E R E W ILD HORSES? 


A W riter G ives Som e Very In terestin g In ­ 
form a tion on th e Su bject. 
At a recent meeting of the Bombay Natural 
Historical society a paper was read by .1. H. 
Storio on tho subject of ‘‘Wild Horses,” from 
which ihe following is taken: 
Ih there such a thing as a wild horse, an 
aboriginal or truly M ild horse, in the world 
now? The answer is more than doubtful. The 
mustang of Mexico, the wild liorse of the South 
American pampas, the brumbi of Australia, 
are 
all 
descendants 
of 
tho 
domestic 
animals 
introduced 
from 
Europe. The 
first horse was landed iujAmerica at Buenos 
Ay res in 1537. Iu 158 0—that is. in loss than 
fifty y ears horses had spread to regions as re­ 
mote as Fatagouia. 
Iu Australia the diffusion 
of horses that have escaped from civilization 
have been quite as rapid, and in 18 7 5 it was 
found necessary to shoot as many as 7 000 wild 
horses in the colony of New South Wales alone. 
In some parts of Australia the horse pest has 
received legislative notice. 
The wild horse 
tempts domestic horses to join them, and wild 
stallions also 
invade the Australian horse-; 
runs and vitiates choice herds in a most an­ 
noy ing manner. 
They recur to the ancestral 
manners in a way that is alway s the same. Each 
stallion, Mr. Steele tells us, Iihh his following of 
mares, ranging from a few up to forty or oven 
fifty , and these may be separate or banded to­ 
gether into herds of considerable size, even, it 
is said, 500 strong. 
The y oung and the weak 
males remain with a scanty or even no follow­ 
ing. 
The stallion has to maintain his suprema­ 
cy by frequent combats, which ospedali}' occur 
at certain seasons of the y ear. 'The animals are 
suspicious in the extreme, swift in flight but bold 
in defence with tooth and heel in emergency . 
They range extensively in search of pasture and 
water, and when hard pressed by danger and 
famine the herds break up. 
It is said that each 
troop lias a leader and implicitly obey s him. 
He is the first to face danger and give the hint 
to fly . 
When pressed the horses form a ring, 
witli the marss and foals in the centre, and de­ 
fend themselves vigorously with their heels, or 
they close in 
on their opponent 
in dense 
masses and trample him to death. 
It is dis­ 
tinctly proved, then, that there can be no 
aboriginal 
or 
wild 
horse 
in 
either 
America 
or 
Australia, 
although 
there 
are tens of thousands of untamed horse» . 
Tra­ 
dition ooints to Central Asia as the aboriginal 
abode of the horse, and there the original stock 
of 
wild 
horses 
may still possibly exist. 
Darwin’s statement that no aboriginal or truly 
wild horse is known to exist must still bo held 
as explaining the exact position of this ques­ 
tion, but, say s Mr. Steele, we must supple­ 
ment it by ’ stating that ‘•it is uot certain that 
truly wild horses do not exist;” an 1, on the 
whole, Mr. Steele concludes that the evidence 
is iu favor of tho existence of the wild horse 
in 
Central Asia, 
but 
I hat 
wo have no 
evidence as to his pedigree in relation to do­ 
mestication. Tho wild horso of the British 
islands is now practically the Shetland pony , 
but he is not the powerful animal described by 
Ctesar. 
The domesticated animal every where, 
however, reverts very easily to the savage state, 
and of the wild horse, so considered, Mr. Steele 
has much to tell ur. 
Ilis paces are a w alk or 
gallop. 
Tho double and the centre are arti­ 
ficia!, and it is still a mooted question as to 
whether the wild horse ever trots. 


A re P e op le F ools?

A habit very common with a number of our 
thoug htless y oung ladies, who do a g reat many 
thing s q uietly which they would not like to 
liavo known of at home—a habit deserving of 
the strong est condemnation—is that of promis­ 
cuous correspondence with g entlemen, whether 
the g en<^lemen be married or sing le. 
The j’^oung 
ladies who find i>leasure in this habit use their 
;>eus on any pretext that turns up, and some­ 
times on no jjretext at all. 
We are not really 
sure that this does not come less under the 
head of an undesirable habit than a sin ; for 
there is an indelicacy about it q uite amounting 
to immodesty , of Avhich no g irl who respects 
herself or who desires the respect of others 
will be g uilty .

Diiruig that period 
some excited members of political parties wore 
put into prison for their seditions speeches 
and orations, and some of the fiery politicians 
formed even a plan of revolution, but before 
any g reat action was taken they were discovered 
aud imprisoned. 
At this time the death of a popular politician 
in his prison caused intense excitement among 
tho people, and the meu of his party and others 
were vig ilantly waiting for reveng e upon the 
hig h oflicials of the Japanese g overnment. 
i^eing the actions of these political i)artfe8, 
the g overnment increased the number of g arri­ 
sons at courts and everviÿ uember of tho cabinet 
was g uarded by a body of policOj and some even 
b)’ a reg iment of soldiers, and since then Japan­ 
ese hig h officials are strictly g uarded, both at 
homo and in tnsvelling . 
These ag itations, however, g raduali}’subsided 
by tho annouu'^ement made by tho g overnment, 
in 1881, that a parliament would be opened iu 
the y ear 1800, or at the y ear twenty -third of 
Meiji, and that all political actions 'would be 
submitted to the people or representatives from 
tho people. 
At the present time it seems as if the Japanese 
people havo forg otten all about the matter, 
while the g overnment is g etting ready every 
necessary preparation for tho coming parlia­ 
ment. 
It is true as to most of the Jajianese 
S 
oople that they are g etting weary of political 
iscussions, and now they aro using their en­ 
tire energ y for immediate* affairs of their own 
business, but not iu politics. 
In fact, wo never 
heard of public speeches on politics since three 
y ears ag o, up to which time there was at least 
à hundred speeches ia a week, oven in tho city 
of Tokio only . 
On the contrary , tho g overnment is taking 
very cautious steps in tlie case. 
Three y f*ars 
ag o it established a sy stem of making nobility , 
forming five ranks, as in Eng land, and since 
then, up to this time, a larg e number of able 
persons aud hopeful oilieers in the country were 
ennobled with tne title of v.'irious ranks accord­ 
ing to the merit of a person. 
This as the uni­ 
versal opinion of the country , is one of the 
steps taken by tho g overnment for g rouping 
men of talent into the house of lords and to 
fortify the force of tho present g overnment in 
the coming parliament. 
Considered from the view above stated the 
opening of parliament in Japan w ill not cause 
any g reat prospect in politics on the peoi)lo’s 
side, but, on the contrary , it may streng then 
the policy of the present 'form of g overnment, 
which is the best euited for the prenent condi­ 
tion of tho country .

She bring s all tho water for family use from 
adistaut well. 
This is accomplished by filling 
immense jars aud bring ing them upon herliead. 
Sho rises early and g oes to the hamlniill of tho 
villag e carry ing corn, enoug h of which for tho 
day ’s broad she g rinds by a slow, laborious 
process. This she carries homo and cooks in an 
oven, which is made in tho earth. 
It is a roun<l 
hole, lined with oval and tint stones, and heated 
l>y a tire built in it. 
Wiien the bread is mixcil 
with water and a little salt, sho removes tho 
ashcH and plasters x>ats of doug h ag ainst the hot 
atouos to cook. 
(’ould any thing bo more 
crude? 
S!ie cares for her children—unuHuallv a larg e 
family —and does all the roug h work at infer 
vals, 'while the husband calmly smoke-^ his “ar- 
g clie,’’ or sits cross-leg g ed upon his divan or 
house-top iu converse with somo eq ually hard­ 
working member of Sy rian society . 
The houses aro mado of a coarso'stoue roug h­ 
ly hewn. The house-tops are of clay covered 
with <‘oarse g ravol. 
In hot weather the 
muu 
bakes this mud-formed roof and larg e crarkw 
appoar. 
Tiio rain comes, anil, an a natural ci» n- 
soijUonce, the roof leakw. 
ThiH is something i>f 
which tho fastidious inhabitant of the Bible 
Land docs not approve. 
It does not a .hi to his 
boilily comfort. 
' 
lie Venii'dies tho difficulty —shall I toll y on 
how? Not by any effort of his own; far from 
it; his wife cumcH ascends to tho hoiine top, 
and in the dronching rain propels a roller of 
stdid stone, backward and forward, miu’h as we 
nso a lawn mowiir. 
This i-olls tlio sun-driod 
cracks tog ether and prevonta the entrance of 
vfuter. 
These are only a few of the Sy rian honse- 
w’ife’s duties. 
Her reward in not In this world 
surely . 
She cannot speak to her husband in 
public; she can receive no i'areMses bi^fore his 
friendH. 
She g oes veilo<l and ncantily clad. 
She lias no'timo to ntake her own haitiliments, 
for her hands muHt weave and spin and em 
broi<l>!r artistically and abundantly for tho hus­ 
band and male childron. 
In winter her feet aro 
protected only I'V open woo<len sandals, and 
drops of blood mark tho way to the Sy rian well. 
Of course, this is among th» ' lower and middlo 
classes of society in Sy ria, but those who be- 
ong to a hig her class are very few.
